Rats need no. home during the 
lush summer nights when the air 
is full of edible insects, observes

The limestone ridges 
there are honeyconibed with smal) 
eaves, All handed bats were found 
in the same cave as in previous 
years... Even bats that had been 
carried off and released far away 
were back- again.

Charles Mohr is not the only bat- 
bander. Don Griffin, of Harvard, 
has banded thousands of bats tn 
New England, had also noted the

Nearly All Bats Hibernate 
Chriously, the caves are not used 
for accouchements. In early sum- 
mer female bats congregate in hol- 
low trees, barns or vacant houses, 
(Male bats are excluded.) -Here 
each gives birth to her live young, 
only one per year, with occasional 
twins. The baby clings to its 
mother as long as it is suckling, 
but the mother leaves it hanging 
from the roof or wall while she 
goes on brief foraging expeditions. 
There are a few varieties of 
bat which do not hibernate, in- 
cluding the Red Bat, the Hoary, 
and the Silver-haired. Some live 
in the forests of Washington or 
Canada, eating insects during the 
Bummer, but when winter comes 
they migrate southward,

A Chinese Government review 
of conditions in Manchuria said 
about 1,000,000 Japanese troops 
now are concentrated in that reg- 
ion and Japanese military prepara- 
tions there have heen increased 
considerably in the last year. 

(The estimate of 1,000,000 
Japanese troops in Manchuria has 
not been confirmed by other au- 
thorities and is about double 
earlier estimates. ) 

The review said the Japanese 
had built fortifications along the 


southern bank of the Amur River * 


and the western bank of the Us- 
suri, both of which form boun- 
daries. between Japan’s puppet 
empire eof Manchukuo and Russian 
Siberia. 

The review said Chinese work- 
ers employed on Japanese military 
installations had been killed after- 
ward to prevent the leakage of 
secrets. The Japanese had re- 
eruited labor for Manchuria by 
press gangs operating in North 
China Provinces, it was said. 

Chinese youths also were being 
forced into military service osten- 
sibly in armies of various Japan-

little confidence in these levies, 
estimated at about 800,000. About 
two-thirds are being used for gar- 
rison duty in China, but some have 
been sent to the Southwest Pacific

Several Veneers Bonded 
With Résin Glue Make Flat 
Panel of Plywood 


Paper-like sheets of Dougias fir 
wood, one forty-eighth of an inch 
thin, are now being shipped East 
to be fabricated into “skin” for 
plywood gliders and planes. These 
shipments, as vet, are neither 
large nor many, but they are seen 
as highly significant. 

The. standard ‘plywood for 
which Oregon and Washington 
have become the world centre and 
which is being used so extensively 
in the war effort of the United 
Nations is the familiar flat panel 
made up of several veneers bonded 
with resin glue and of steel-like 
strength. Many a person has tried 
futilely to visualize this sturdy 
material as a substitute for alum- 
inum in the covering of planes. 

The plywood used for “skin” 
involves an entirely different pro- 
cess. This plywood region, while 
it has had an extensive part in 
supplying manufacturers of both 
metal and wood planes with such 
parts as bomb doors, wing tips, 
structural members, floors, and 
gusset plates, has not, until re- 
cently, had part also in supply- 
ing plane and glider coverings. 
That -is why this papér-thin fir 
ply is seen as so important. 

The regulation plywood is pro- 
duced by peeling the great fir 
logs with a rotary lathe much like 
unwinding a huge roll of paper. 
By the new process the veneers 
are sliced vertically with the 
grain of the wood. In the regu- 
lar plywood of the region the 
liquid glue smearet on the 
plies; in the new process the glue 
is used in sheets like paper. The 
regulation plywood may be curved 
or molded after it. is fabricated; 
in the new process it is glued and 
molded in process,

A Specialty Job 


This plywood that takes the 
place of aluminum for covering

Exit 1942, Enter 1943. 
The turn of the year is usually 


a period of review and resolution. 


As we come to the close of an- 
other year, it might be interest- 
ing to look back briefly into the 
calendar of radio broadcasting 
during the past twelve months. 


Fom the standpoint of-the aver- 
age radio listener in Canada, few 
changes have been visible, With 
scarcely any major exceptions 
most of the popular national and 
international broadcast features 
have been maintained. In spite of 
the rigors of war the customary 
routine of news, entertainment, 
education and _ instruction has 
continued over the ether _ waves 
on a scale comparable with simi- 
lar services during days of peace. 
Radio has continued to provide 
a rapid means of dissemination of 
war news, and it has been exten- 
sively used as a medium of pub- 
lic information on questions re- 
lated .to our war effort... per- 
haps even more so than was the 
case in 1941, About the only out- 
ward and visible indication of 
change has been the shortening 


the United States production of 
planes per year at 125,000 that 
the industry began.looking about 
for new materials. Metals, it was 
seen, could not supply such an 
enormous order, not even with the 
increased. production of alumi- 
num. am 

Not even the favored woods 
would fill the bill. The supply of 
mahogany from South America is 
limited by restrictions on cargo 
vessels, and the supplies of spruce 
and: other woods are limited for 
large-scale production. Other 
woods have had to be considered, 
among them Douglas fir which has 
the advantage of being-both an 
abundant and permanent supply. 
One method is to save mahogany 
for surface veneers and use other 
woods for inner sheets. : 

The Douglas fir industry of this 
northwest region is far too busy 
just now to stop and tinker with 
this new process, With labor 
shortages, labor freezing and 
stretching of the work week, it 
is difficult enough to fill the mass 
production orders for -military 
construction purposes, 3ut the 
industry is intensely interested in 
the neweomer as a challenge to 
meet, Already four mills in Ore- 
gon and Washington and two in 
tritish Columbia are equipped 
with slicers and are shipping these 
new, vertical, paper-thin veneers 
to eastern plants. 


Started in World War I 


The region was deeply inter. 
ested in plywood aircraft during 
World War I because of the pre- 
duction of spruce for this purpose 
on the Olympic Peninsula. A rail: 
road was built into the forest 
wilds and there was considerable 
activity, but not much came of it. 
As a result there has- never been

But the big headache, the great 
anxiety of radio in 1942 has been 
replacement equipment.

The larger net- 
works of the United States, as 
well as individual stations in Can- 
ada have found it necessary to 
establish a “pool” for replacement : 
equipment, and it is becoming 
quite the vogue for stations to 
“swap” parts and technical appar- 
atus. 

1942 has seen extensive plans 
put into effect for the safeguard- 
ing of radio transmitters. Radio 
is too important in the national 
life of our Country to permit 
subotage or carelessness to inter- 
rupt the flow of news, of relaxa- 
tion and inspiration.. Inconspicu- 


ously, but nevertheless effectively, 
every radio transmitter is guarded 
to the teeth, 

Radio’s resolution for 1943 is 
“To carry on.”

Four main factors may be said 
to account for the great Allied air 
successes in North Africa, They 
are important because they have 
never been present before all to- 
gether. They are important also 
because when those four qualities 
ean be combined they make pos- 
sible decisive results, 

The four factors were—and are: 

1.—Superlority in technical 
quality of aircraft. 

2.—Superiority in numbers, 

3.—Adeéquate ground. organiza- 
tion for servicing, maintenance and 
repair, 

4.—Masterly handling of the 
available squadrons in a balanced 
offensive. 


Added to those essential quali- 
ties is the fact that a chain of air 
bases were available for occupa- 
tion as the advance went forward 
westward from Egypt and east- 
ward from Algeria. And further- 
more the axis use of “their own 
air forces Was distinguished by 
neither imagination nor initlative. 
Not for the first time the Luft- 
waffe was so rigidly bound to its 
ground forces that it could ex- 

- ploit none of the versatility which 
characterizes air-power and ig 80 
essential for its success. 

Let us examine more closely 
those four factors in success. 

In the first place the Allied 
forces had a marked technical 
superiority in the aircraft employ- 
ed, The basis of all air-power is 
the single-seat fighter and both in 
Egypt and in French North Africa 
the Supermarine Spitfire, flown 

‘by British, American and Imperia} 
pilota showed that it is the fighter

supremacy——uot merely  superlor- 


ity—-and so drive the 
of the sky.

Army, now in Africa, must be 
congratulated on a -fine piece of 
work which will lead to great 
things. 

How great these things are to be 
in the near. future will depend 
yery much on the air-strength of 
the United Nations. The axis is 
likely to try and set up the strong- 
est possible air cover in a triangle 
over Sicily, Sardinia, Corsica and 
Southern’ Italy—all well-equipped 
with airfields. The Sicilian Chan- 
nel between Tunis and Marsala in 
Sicily is about 90 miles wide 
which means that strong Allied 
figifim: sweeps would be possible 
from Tunis in support «f .concen- 
trated bombing.

a cold, foggy winter day set out 
to sea, hoping to reach England. 
Soon the motor broke down, and 
the small coat went adrift. When 
dawn rose, the craft was over- 
taken’ by a German patrol-hoat 
and the young men were arrested.

When they returned to port, and 
were led to prison surrounded by 
German soldiers, the town people 
watched from their thresholds, 
grim and sad, The trial before 
the German. military ‘court was 
summary. The German judges of- 
fered mercy to any of the young 
men who were willing to denounce 
the. instigators of their flight. All 
refused! The Nazis sentenced the 
oldest of them to be executed, and 
the others to hard labor for life- 
time.

The steadily mounting tempo of 
Canadian business is strikingly re- 
flected in’ the Annual Balance 
Sheet just issued by. The. Royal 
Bank of Canada for the year end- 
ing November 30th. 

Total assets are well over the 
billion dollar mark and now stand 
at 31,.291,615,947, the highest point 
ever reached in the history of the 
bank. 

Deposits by the public, topping 
the billion dollar mark, have like- 
wise reached an all-time high. The 


liquid position has been -still fur- 
ther strengthened. with quickly 
realizable ass®ts representing 


75.44°> of the bank's liabilities to 
the public. From point of view of 
aggregate assets and liquidity this 
year’s statement is the most im- 
pressive ever issued by the bank. 

Profits for the year show mod- 
erate contraction due .to increased 
Dominion Government taxes, high- 
er operating costs and the fact 
that comparatively low yields are 
being obtained on the substantial 
sums invested in Government 
bonds. 

Total assets have increased by 
more than $216,000,000, over the 
figure attained the previous year, 
Liquid assets show marked expan- 


sion and aggregate $906,440,239. 
as compared with $681,918.309, a 
year. ago. Liquid assets include 


Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ment securities, $519,801,345. as 
compared -with $371,231,959. the 
previous year; United States and 
British Government securities, $46,- 
029,701. as compared with the pre- 
vious total of $6,912,050, while 
cash on hand and deposits with 
the Bank of Canada, other cash 
\items and bank balances are $261,- 
884,475, up $27,805,766. 

Current loans in Canada stand 
at $255,148, 401, an increase of $13,- 

265,000. It is understood advances 


made by the bank to assist pur- 
chasers of the recent Victory Bond 
issue account for this increase 
and that ordinary commercial bor- 
rowings are somewhat lower, The 
explanation is that activities of 
many businesses have been divert- 
ed to war production, resulting in 
rapid turn-over and prompt settle- 
ment of accounts; furthermere,. in- 
ventories are, generally speaking, 
lower. AS a consequence many 
concerns find it unnecessary to 
borrow from the banks, 

Current loans outside Canada 
are down! by slightly over $16,000,- 
000. Total deposits.are higher by 
$225,000,000 and now stand at $1,- 
181,217,192. Dominion Government 
deposits at $144,192,823. are stb- 
stantially higher and this fs at- 
tributed to the Government de 
positing with the banks the pro 
ceeds of the recent Victory Loan. 
It is interesting to note that de 
spite substantial withdrawals by 
the public for the purchase of 
Victory Bonds, public deposits 
(excluding Government deposits) 
have increased from $902,152,676. 
to $1,002,567,405. 

After providing for Dominion 
Government taxes amounting to 
$2,014,166. and making appropria- 
tions for bad and doubtful debts, 
profits for the year amounted to 
$3,390,123. which represents a 
slight reduction as compared with 
the previous year’s figures, From

This is the month of drama, 
though the drama did not burst 
upon the world until a day in 
November. In the White House at 
Washington President, Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill dis- 
cussed “the war, the conduct of 
the war and the winning of the 


war.” They talkedsagainst a grim 
background. ‘ 
The Wehrmacht was battering 


the last redoubts of Sevastopol and 
surging toward the Don. The Af- 
rica Corps took’Tobruk and swept 
deeply into Egypt. Despite hard 
counterblows—the Red Army's 
fierce resistance, the R. A, F.’s 
massive raids o® the Rhineland, 
the American Navy's great victory 
off Midway—the United Nations 
were still Josing. 


Such was the cheerless canvas 


of the global conflict.as the two 
leaders reached a momentous de- 
elsion. They decided on a grand 


offensive to be launched in 1942, 
It was designed ‘to win North Af- 
rica as a prelude to attack -on the 
Axis domain in Europe. In. utmost 
kecrecy orders went out for the 
start of immense preparations. 
July 

Not since German cannon were 
heard jin Moscow's suburbs had 
Russia’s peril been so graye. The 


panzers -rumbled again at Blitz 
pace. Thirty thousand square 
miles. of fertile steppe were put 
behind them within the month, 
and = they were rolling hard 
through the Donside's feather 
grass, its rye and wheat, its old 


Cossack villages, 
ga and the Caucasus. If Hitler 
could command the. lower banks 
of Russia's “Mother River,” if he 
could seize the Caucasus, a ter- 
rible, perhaps mortal, blow would 
be inflicted on the Soviet, Major 
oil resources would be lost, the 
southern route of supply from the 
outer world via Iran and the Cas- 
pian would bé severed.

But, be- 
hind the visible scene, weapons 
from the American mass-produc- 
tion lines were moving overseas 
and with them were going masses 
of troops . 
August 

Most smercangs had never 
heard of Guadaleanal. They learn- 
ed quickly, after the marines ar- 
rived, about its’ strategic place in 
the Southwestern Pacific. An air- 
field hacked out of its coconut 
groves by the Japanese could com- 
mand approaches to Australia and 
the supply line between the Un- 
ited States and the smallest con-- 
tinent. When the Americans seiz- 


ed it, they blunted. the. farthest 
prong of Japan's advances in Oc- 
eania- and changed the tide of 
battle in one corner of the East.

A major 
diversion had been created to re- 
Neve Russia, a ring of steel ws 
being forged around Germany. The 
crucial turn in World War IL seem- 
ed at hand. 

Hitler’s reaction was strong and 
essentially defensive. He dispatch- 
ed troops to Tunisia, key fo the 
Central Mediterranean. He occu 
Pied all France and. snatched for 
the fleet at Toulon, only to see 
it go dowh, self-seuttled. He and 
the Duce had to put aside the 
dream of a march to the Nile. 

December 

Everywhere the United Nations 
were on the move or dealing ef- 
fective blows—in North Africa, in 
Russia, In. the air over jermany, 
in Oceania and .in Burma. They 
were activating overseas France 
for a powerful role. They were uii- 
dermining Italian resistance with 
bombs and propaganda. Germany 
and Japan weve far from beaten; 
it seemed certain that they were 
girding to wrest back the Initia- 
tive. But they were much nearer 
to being beaten than at the year’s 
start.

MINERALS AND VITAMINS | 


Hello Homemakers! The Nutrition 
campaign is under way. Once again 
we discuss minerals and vitamins. 
Why? First of all; because 859% of 
the women at the last Red Cross 
meeting we attended requested it, and, 
secondly, because recent surveys show 
that Canadians are not getting suffic- 
ient: (1) Calcium; (2) Vitamin B 1; 
(3) Iron; (4) Vitamin A; (5) Protein 
(6) Vitamin C. This happens largely 
through lack of knowledge of food 
values.-and seldom through lack of 
money. Nutrition experts have found 
that most of us don’t get encugh vit- 
amins and minerals because we don't 
know how to spend our food dollars. 

Minera] foods build up bone and 
assist the work of every cell in the 


\ body. The “hard-to-get” minerals are 


calcium and iron. Calcium is nec- 
essary net only for building strong 
bones and teeth but also-¥or proper 
functioning of the nervous system, 
proper beating of the heart, control 
of the muscles and enrichment of the 
blcod. You can make sure of your 
calcium quota by including in your 
daily diet one pint of milk per adult 
and one quart of milk per child. Milk 
products such as cottage cheese may 
be used for part of your quota. 

Iron makes red blood cells and ; 
carries oxygen to the cells of every, 
organ and tissue. Minor disturbances 
--even slight infections—-cause loss 
of irom But in spite of its importance 
ircn cannot be stored in the body and 
the amounts obtained from foods are 
very small. To make sure of your 
iron ration, we cannot stress too much 
the green leafy vegetables—and luck- 
ily they are cheap-—as well as fruits, 
whole grain bread and cereals. 

Vitamin-rich foods build up resis- 
tance te djsease, promote growth and 
keep the body functioning smoothly. 
Vitamins cannot be haarded in the 
body so again we urge you to get 
your vitamin-rich foods daily. Check 
up especially on your Vitamins A, Bl 
and C. Vitamin A is found abundant- 
ly in ced liver ofl, butter, milk, liver, 
eggs and the green and yellow veg- 
etables. For your Vitamin B, the rich- 
est source is brewer's yeast while chief 
food sources is found in the whole

Remove It Quickly 


Some First-Aid Treatments 
For Floor Coverings 


Prompt action is required to 
cope with stains or spots on your 
floor covering, says the Christian 
Science Monitor. temember to 
use the right remedy at once to 
eircumvent an impending spot or 
stain—thus taking immediate pre- 
cautions against permanent harm 
and eliminating the start of dry 
rot or moth damage if possible. 
Then call in your professional rug 
cleaner at once, for his advice. 

Here are the {immediate first- 
aid treatments for floor coverings: 

Dirt Spots: To remove, brush 
thoroughly with a soft brush. 
Then sponge with warm, mild 
soapsuds and rinse carefully with 
warm water, 

Grease Spots: These rot the 
fabric and should be removed at 
once with carbon ° tetrachloride 
(sold under various trade names) 
Apply with a soft cloth—taking 
up the soil with a clean cloth or 
blotter as it dissdlves. 

Ink Stains: Take @p freshly 
spilled ink with blotting paper or 
soft cloth. Then sponge the spot 
with lukewarm water. Old or 
stubborn stains should be sent to 
the professional cleaner. 

Chewing Gum: Soften by pour- 
ing on a little carbon tetrachlor- 
ide. Let stand a few minutes, 
then remove with~-a dull knife. 
Any remaining traces may be 
sponged with tetrachloride, 

Road Oil, Tar or Asphalt: 
Sponge with cloth well moistened 
with carbon. tetrachloride, Change 
the cloth as it becomes soiled and 
continue until cloth remains un- 

ded. 

Paint @tgins: Fresh 
moist, can be Cleaned by 
gently with cloth wet in 
tine. 

Animal Stains: Most stains of 
this nature cause discolorations 
which cannot be entirely removed, 
Clean at once. Sponge thoroughly 
with salt solution (4 cup 6f salt 
to 1 quart of

Stains: Sponge. with salt 
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Coffee Stains: Although these 
are troublesome stains, they may 


be removed by applying clear, 
lukewarm water and drying with 
soft cloth or blotter. 

Chocolate Stains: Sprinkle with 
powdered borax; then soak for 15 
minutes with-cold water, Remove 
gently with clean cloth and cold 
water. When dry remove borax 
with whiskbroom or vacuum 
cleaner, ° 

Grass Stains: First sponge with 
earbon tetrachloride to remove 
grease, When dry, sponge with 
clear, lukewarm water. 

Acid Stains: Vinegar, lemon, 
and other acids quickly affect 
colors. Sponge at once with am- 
monia solution (i part ammonia 
to 4 parts water). This will some- 
times even restore changed col- 
ors. Milk will sometimes alkalize 
a fresh acid stain and neutralize 
the prospective harm. 

Unknown Spots: A mild soap 
scrubbing with lukewarm water, 
followed by an appiication of corn 
starch, is usually safe for any 
spots on a rug. However, if the 
slightest doubt about any of these 
remedies exists in your mind — 
don’t hesitate to call your cleaner 
at once.

A Chat On Desserts 


With the rationing of sugar, 
butter and the scarcity of whip- 
ping cream the problem of des. 
serts becomes more difficult. 

Desserts are of two kinds, those 
just to “top off the meal,” so to 
speak, and those planned from a 
calorie or vitamin standpoint \to 
help balance the meal, : 

In England a custom prevails 
which is one of great common 
sense. Raw fruit is a popular 
dessert and what is more healthful 
for all of us? Meals, well bal- 
anced from the protein and ecarbo- 
hydrate standpoint, can very 
easily be finished with say raw 
apples — those lovely red apples, 
which ‘especially at this season of 
the year make their appearance 
with all the extra rosiness that 
apples ever had.. There is the 
“Delicious” apple and many oth- 
ers, that are very appetizing and 
most healthful for adults and 
children. As a nation’ we have 
fallen into a bad habit of thinking 
most desserts should be sweet. 

This is also the season for the 
lovely California grapes. They, 
too, make an ideal ending to a 
heavy or well balanced meal. 
California also sends us dates and 
raisins, whicl of course are ex- 
pensive for those of us who must 
watch our budgets. Oranges are 
cheaper now and at the peak of 
their season and they lend vatia- 
tion for most menus, 

The English custom of using 
crackers and cheese for dessert ix 
welk worth remembering. This 
will Nave to be guided by the rest 
of your menu and would be barred 
if your meal is already high in 
protein —- meats, beans, peas, etc, 

Many omit the dessert when 
using a substantial salad and. this 
again is. a very healthful thing 
to do for all. 

It dbes seem unfortunate that 
we have not a little extra sugar 
for our bountiful Canadian apple 
crop, but I am sure the govern- 
ment is-doing the very best for 
us they can in this food problem. 
It is a gigantic task for them and 
after all we have an abundance 
of things to eat.

Canada Plans Cut 
In Wheat Acreage 


Lowest Mark 
Objective 


Since 1918 


For 1943 


Acreage reduction is no guar- 
antee of smaller wheat crops, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
states in a report on the wheat 
situation, but crop conditions next 
year are not likely to be as fa- 
vorable as this season and if acre-. 


age reduction is carried out next 
Spring the 1943-44 crop year 


should see an improvement in the 
statistical position in North Amer- 
ica. 

The objectives for Canadian ag- 
riculture in 1943, including wheat, 
were outlined at a Dominion- 
Provincial conference early in De- 
cember. The Bureau said Canada’s 
wheat acreage reduction program 
next year will be “quite drastic.” 

The Bureau said Canadian farm- 
ers have been asked to reduce 
wheat acreage to its lowest level 
since 1918 and {if this goal is reach- 
ed it will mean a_ reduction of 
more than 11,000,000 acres or 39 
percent from the peak level of 
28,700,000 acres attained in 1940. 

All efforts to curtail . wheat 
crops through the medium of re 
duced acreage were frustrated in 
1942 by the unpredictable weather- 


man. A brand of weather was sery- 
ed up in Canada and the United 
States which resulted in record 


yields per acre and the production 
of enormous crope. 


Edison Forecast 


Rubber Shortage 


Thomas Alva Edison was a

tor, Tis sgn, Gov. Charles Edison, 
has learned. 

A magazine article quoting the 
inventor as predicting the war and 
the rubber shortage was received 
by the Governor from a friend. 
The article, written in 1927, stat- 
ed: 

“The United States never has 
had and never will have on hand 
enough rubber to run the .coun- 
try for more than a year. 

“Henry Ford, Harvey Firestone, 
and I have been considering what 
this country would do in case of 
a war which would cut off our 
rubber supply.

‘that war. It will come. We may 
run along for a good many years 
without it, but sooner or later na-

Old Orchards May 
Pass Into Discard 


Pruning and Seales Ne. 
glected Says Guelph 
Mercury 
A recent survey of the orchards 
of Ontario shows that the trees so 
carefully planted and tended by 
our forefathers will soon be things 
of the past, owing to neglect on 
the part of the sons: of the fathers 
who propagated them. On the 
farms in many sections of Ontario 
no new plantings have been made, 
the old trees were given no care. 
Pruning and spraying were ne- 
flected, The quality of ‘the apples 
deteriorated and the rows of once 
Stately trees, With branches laden 
to the breaking point with lus- 
cious fruit of such old favorites ag 
the Northern Spy, the Snow, the 
Greening, Tolman Sweét and Rus- 
set will soon, in many neighbor- 

hoods, be but a memory. 

In pioneer days, and in the years 
that followéd early settlement In 
Ontario, every farmer depended 
upon his own orchard for his win- 
ter supply of apples, the surplus, 
if there happened to be any, going 
to the store in: trade, or to the 
community market for cash, 

Today apple production has be- 
come highly specialized, carried 
on, not as a sideline, but as a 
main business in the fruit sections 
of British Columbia, and in certain 
favored parts of Ontario and the 
Maritimes. 

_Nowadays sentiment does not 
enter into the fruit-growing bus- 
iness to any noticeable extent, and 
it is to be expected that if the 
agriculturist engaged in diversi- 
fied farming cannot make orchard- 
ing a’ commercial success, the old 
farm orchard will have to pass 
into the discard, 


Japan Feels Sti Strain 


Of Building Ships 


Shipping {is one of the most ¢ul- 
nerable points in. the Japanese 
armor. The Japanese have con- 
quered vast raw material resources 
but no Industrial regions. They 
must ship the conquered materials 
to their industrial centres in the 
home islands and ship the finished 
Weoducts back to their fighting

Japan is straining all her resources 
to build ships, but her shipbuilding 
facilities are limited, and it may be 
doubted whether the losses are be- 
ing replaced.-“Japan,” said an army 
statement, “has no surplus of rea- 
sels, for Japan must maintain trans- 
portation within the Greater East 
Asia sphere, while she must con- 
tinue her gigantic operations, con- 
tinuously fighting out decisive 
battle after another.” ae

Evidently the Red army had us- 
@d the barest minimum of troops 
to hold at Stalingrad during the 
fall, biding its time and building 
its reserves against the moment 
to strike. The moment came on 
Noy. 19. Soviet troops were order- 
ed to surround the main body of 
German troops béfore Stalingrad. 
“The aim was accomplished” said 
the review. Thus for the first time 
Moscow made the flat assertion 
that the ring around the. Naz! 
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On Wednesday, December 16th, the Prime Minister broadcast a 


aidinisiseniateciionimansieiacicieinia sai: 
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forces besieging Stalingrad had 
been closed, Within the trap were 
twenty-two enemy. divisions. “In 
these engagements our troops 
wiped out 95,000 Germans and 
took 72.400 prisoners.” 

Havitig achieved the encircle. 
ment betore Stalingrad, the su- 
preme command ordered the Red 
Army to launch the second phase 
of the offensive in the last two 
weeks of December. The objective 
here was to break through | the 
enemy defenses in the region of 
Boguchar “and to come out into 
the rear of the German Fascist 
army operating in the gréater 
bend of the Don, so as to prevent 
the enemy troops surrounded be- 
fore Stalingrad from getting away 
and from receiving help from out- 
side.” This aim, too, was .“com- 
pletely carried out.” In these en- 
sagzements the enemy troops lost 
in killed 59,000 men and 60,00 ot- 
ficers and men were taken pris- 
oners,” 

German Losses 

In the meantime the Germans 
had concentrated along the Stalin- 
grad-Tikhoretsk railway to the 
north of Kotelnikovski in a des. 
Perate attempt to liberate the gur- 


rounding divisions. The third as- 


signment for the Red Army, then, 
was to break up that counter- 
offensive, It did so. Last week the 
Russians captured Kotelnikoyski,

which the Germans had made into 
one of their most Important bases 
for the drive on Stalingrad. In this 
phase, “The German Fascist troops 
lost in killed alone 21,000 men, and 
5,200 enemy officers and men were 
taken prisoners.” 

Moscow put the grand total of 
Germans kiled or captured since 
Nov. 19 at 312,650. Of course, the 
number of enemy killed is bound 
to be an estimate, and may be too 
high. On the whole, however; Mos- 
cow's official communiques have 
a good reputation for factual aec- 
curacy. The picture as drawn in 
the review is one of ghastly loss- 
es for the German Army. 

Velikie Luki Falls 

In the North, the Germans are jn 
another tight placé through the 
capture of Velikie Luki which con- 
trols railroads running from Mos- 
cow west to the Latvian border 
and from Leningrad to Odessa. De- 
spite German denjal of the Rus- 
sian claims to have taken so im- 
portant a center, the Russians 
maintain that not a ingle German 
remains in the eity and that large 
quantities of supplies and equip- 
ment have been taken over. 

Assaming the Russian claims to 
be accurate, another large block 
of German troops, that for months

Mozdok Captured 

Capture by the Russians of Mos- 
dok near the Grezny oll fields in 
the Caucasus threatens to entrap 
a large force of Germans in that 
area. Some 400 miles to the north 
are the 300,000 or so Germans un- 
der General yon Hoth already sur- 
rounded around 6talingrad. 


Hitler appears to be breaking 
all military tradition by refusing 
to operate retreats from advanced 
positions, where supplies are 
tereatened, or completely cut off. 
Whether he expects the forces at 
these points to hold their ground 
until relief cgn be organized, or 
whether they are to be sacrificed 
in order to delay as long as pos- 
sible the Russian advance remains 
to be seen. :

respectfully submits to the Prime Minister what it considers would have been a more suitable speech. It does so, 


not from any profit motive, since its profits are already controlled by the excess profits tax, but out 
of 4 desire to retain the public's respect for ite industry and those engaged in it. 


HE use of beer, wine and spirits has for Jong been a controversial 

subject in Canada and from time to time your government is called 
upon to find a point of harmony between those who do not drink at all and 
would like all those beverages prohibited, and those who drink moderately 
and resent any interference with their liberty: If such a point of harmony 
could be found, and the whole subjeet put outside politics and religion, 
it would be a good thing for Canada’s umity in wartime; and later, in peace. 


It is important to decide whether or not this should be a moral issue or 
whether we should look upon drinking in the same ‘ight as eating and 
smoking. The evidence before me shows that many Canadians indulge 
moderately inpbes: and spirits. These consumers, as well as those who 
manufacture the beverages, recent the implication that they are not good 
Christians, 

I think the issue becomes moral one only at the point where individua!: 
drink excessively and become a nuisance. All parties should be able to agree 
on this. Let us say therefore, that moderation is the ideal which all good 
Canadians are eager to attain: , 


The next thing to determine is whether or not ours is a temperate nation: 
I have every reason to believe that it is. I know that we consume less beer in 


-Ganada, per capita, than they do in Great Britain and the United States. 


This being so, the problem. reduces itself to one of dealing with a few 
irresponsible people who give the advocates of prohibition a falsely dramatic 
impression of Current conditions. 


My attention is drawn to the increased sales of beer and spirits since.the 
beginning of the war, but these increases are only at half the rare of the rise 
in the National income. Many workmen are now busy who before were 
idle and penniless. 


Let me say at once, there's no question of any unwillingness on anyone s 
part to make sacrifices for the war, least of all among the brewers who have 
co-operated in every way possible and I am sure will continue to do so. But 
it should be pointed out here that fifty men can produce a million gallons of 
beer, and the basic raw materials necessary to supply the whole of Canada’s 
need of beer are available locally in abundance. Any curtailments that do 
become necessary we will make with precisely the same attitude and impar- 
tiality shown to other consumer goods. The one thing I always regret 
when restrictions are made is that moderate people are invariably the ones 
to be deprived. 


There is a great deal of medical evidence to prove that « hard-working 
man who drinks beer moderately, not only nourishes his system, but relieves 
the nervous and physical strain of his busy day. No one will want to deprive 
him of this form of relaxation, nor to make its availability so difficult chat a 


Senaneeeeeenemenmmnaaae ee 


worker on a night shift will have to resort to a bootlegger to get his drink: 
Ic is important that in’ this part of the British Empire we retain as high a 
reserve as possible of physical and nervous energy. We must encourage 
every form of wholesome relaxation to relieve the strain of war. 


So far as the army is concerned I am certainly not going to put myself 
in the position of saying that a soldier who is old enough to fight and kill is 
too young to choose his refreshments with good judgment. Here again the 
reputations of many are spoiled by the few. 


It has been suggested to me that I should ban liquor and beer adver- 
tising but how could I in fairness do that when we continue to permit other 
manufacturers, whose goods are rationed ot in short supply, to maintain 
their advertising in order that they may keep their trade names before-the 
public. Furthermore, no one will want me to banish English and American- 
spetiodicals from Canada. Most of them carry advertisements for brands on 

( is country, How could we ban such advertising in our own 
publications afid’dlow them in those from the'Wnited States. 


In conclusion let me say this: Everyone of us has his own ideas of what 
character our fast growing nation should develop. As our urban centres 
grow there are bound to be differences of opinion between people of some 
rural districts and those in the large cities of what civic rights shall be 
allowed to the people. Our laws must be so designed as to allow to each as 
much freedom of choice and self reliance as possible. Some sections of the 
population look askance on dancing, theatres, smoking, drinking and many 
types of literature. 


Let us resolve therefore not to force the views of one section of the 
community on the other, When a reasonable self-reliant people have an 
unreasonable law imposed upon them they simply ignore that law with 
disa$trous results to the legal institutions of the countty.. We learned this at 
bitter cost during prohibition years. The gredtest friend of cemperance 
would not want to greet our men’s return from abroad with the evil spectacle 
of prohibition. ' ’ 


1 am convinced we cannot force the principle of moderation but we can 
teach it. I appeal to all in this nation to be temperate in everything they do in 
order that we may exert the maximum impact on the enemy. In particular 
I appeal to brewers and distillers and those interested in true temperance to 
join forces and use every additional means at their disposal to spread the 
principle of moderation. I appeal to the provincial authorities to so frame 
the regulations for retail sale that the business will be conducted in the 
open and on the highest ethical standards and not driven underground and 
to the bootleggers. Surely this is an effort to which all parties can agree 
harmoniously.

On August 4, 1917, Lloyd 
George Spoke as as Follows: 


While the Army is fighting so 
valiantly, let the nation behind it 
be patienf, be strong, and, above 
all, united. The strain is great on 
nations and on individuals, and 
when men get over-strained temp- 
ers get ragged, and small griev- 
ances are @xaggerated, and small 
misunderstandings and mistakes 


swell into mountains. Long wars, 


like long yoyages and long jour- 
meys, are yery trying to the temp- 
er, and wise men keep watch on 
on it and make allowances for it. 
There are some who are more. 
concerned about ending the war 
than about winning it; and plans 
which lead to victory, if they pro- 


long the conflict, have their dis-’']~ 


approval, and the people who are 
responsible for such plans have 
their condemnation. 

Let us keep our eye steadily on 
the winning of the war, May I say 
let us keep both eyes? Some have 
a cast in their eye, and while one 
eye is fixed truly on victory, \the 
other is wandering around to oth- 
er issues or staring stonily at some 
pet or partisan project of thefr 
own. Beware of becoming cross- 
eyed! Keep both eyes on victory. 
Look neither to the right nor to 
the left. That is the way we shall 
win. If any one promotes national 
distrust or disunion at this hour,’ 
he is helping the enemy and hurt- 
ing his native land. And it makes 
no difference whether he is for 


Or against the war. As a matter 


of fact, the hurt is deeper if he 
is for the war, because whatever 
the pure pacifist says is discount- 
ed, and, as far as the war {s con- 
cerned, discredited. 

Let there be one thought in 
every head. If you sow distrust, 
discontent, disunion in the nation 
we shall reap defeat. If, on the 
other hand, we sow the seeds of 
patience, confidence, and unity, we 
shall garner in victory and its 
frnits. The last ridges of a climb 
are always the most trying to the 
nerves and to the heart, but the 
real test of great endurance and 
courage js the last few hundreds 
or scores of feet in a climb up- 
wards. The climber who turns 
back when he {s almost there 
never hecomes a great mountain- 
eer, and the nation that turns back 
and falters before {t reaches its 
purpose never becomes a great 
people, You have all had exper- 
fencé in climbing, no doubt—per- 
haps in Wales. Any “mountaineer 
can start; any sort of mountaineer 
can go part of the way; and very 
often the poorer the mountain- 
eer, the greater is his ardor when 
he does start; but fatigue and 
danger wear out all but the stout-. 
eet hearts, and even the most 
stout-hearted sometimes fail when 
they come to the last slippery 
Precipice. But if they do turn back 
and afterwards look up and see 
how near they had got to the top, 
how they curse the faint-hearted- 
ness which bade them give up 
when they were so near the goal!

Britain Takes War 
Work To Workers 


Small war factories are operat- 
ing in many tumble-down buildings 
in Britain, and thousands more 
may be opened soon in empty 
shops, barns and cowsheds, dere- 
lict churches, mission halls, and 
®arages. 

The Ministry of Supply, Labor 
and Production, in London, plan to 
give work to 750,000 married women 
able to do part-time tasks of a 
simple kind near their homes. 
Part-time work is now done by 
250,000 women and a million more 
are needed. 

The obstacle is that most of 
those who want part-time work 
live in rural and urban areas away 
from factories. The plan is to 
take the factories to the workers. 


Navy To Have 
New Ration Kit 


Emergency Food Containers 
for All Life Rafts 


A better chance of survival for 


shipwrecked sailors huddled on 


life rafts was held out not long 
ago, thanks to a food-holding de- 
vice evolved through research 
work carried out by officers of the 
Royal Canadian Navy. 

Naval headquarters announced 
that a new “emergency ration con- 


*tainer” has been devised and adopt- 


ed. It is regarded so favorably 
that United States and British 
naval authorities have asked for 
specifications and may adopt it. 

All life rafts now will be stock- 
ed with the new containers which 
include water in specially designed 
tins which will not rust nor break 
even at 15 degrees below zero, 
chocolate bars which will stand 
heat to 212 degrees without melt- 
ing, chocolate tablets, concentrat- 
ed biscuits. . 

The ration kit is no bigger than 
a woman's overnight bag and is 
coated with  salt-water-resisting 
paint. The water can holds 16 
ounces of water of a formula which 
will not cause rust. 

A food container to go inside 
the kit is a little bigger than a 
sardine can and holds 12 choco- 
late tablets,‘each 70 per cent. whole 
milk; two bars of c’ocolate, enough 
to last a man two days. All foods 
are processed to stand up to ster- 
ilization without spoiling. 

It is proposed to put four kits 
on each 10-man raft and eight on 
each 20-man raft, lashed Into spe- 
clal compartments. With 25,000 
kits on order the work of re-equip- 
ping rafts is expected to proceed. 
Pach kit contains eight tins of 
water, elght tins of food and eight 
packets of extra food in the form 
of sealed milk tablets. 

“Eat slowly” is hte only direc- 
tfon given on the container. This 
Is necessary because of the high 
caloric content of the food. 


U. S. 1943 Budget 
100 Billion Dollars 


Than All Other Bel- 
ligerents Spending in Year 


More 


The most expensively worded 
book in history—the United States 
Budget which will call for cash 
spending of more than $100,000,- 
000,000 in the next fiscal year— 
went to press last week. 

Because it is also one of the big- 
gest and most complicated books 
published each year, it will not 
be ready for public reading until 
Jan. 11, when clerks will read the 
introduction to both houses of 
Congress. . 

Containing about 1,000 pages of 
fine type, the annual financial 
blueprint of the Federal Govern- 
ment will be primarily a bill, ten- 
dered as part of the price of vic- 
tory. 

The document will contain a few 
million dollars for routine things 
like forest conservation or beetle 
control, but the direct war costs 
for the Army, Navy, Maritime 
Commission, Lend-Lease, and siml- 
lar activities, alone, are about 
$100,000,000,000. 

That’s about $30,000,00,000 more 
than is being spent In the current 
fiscal year, which will end June 
30, 1943. It’s about four times as 
much as was spent by the United 
States in the World War. It’s 
more than England and Germany, 
and all the other belligerents are 
spending, a year, put together. 

At that, officials said, the only 
reason the figure wasn’t bigger is 
that it represents the largest sum 
which the experts believe can be 
spent in a year, considering the 
prospective output of United States 
war factories, 


Winged Cannon 


We will some day see aircraft 
that are simply winged artillery 
pieces, says Collier’s, They will 
go along with ground troops and 
armored forces, doing much of the 
work now handled by big mobile 
rifles and howitzers. 

The biggest cannon has a range 
of twenty miles or so; a smaller 
piece mounted on a plane has a 
range equal to that of the plane, 
plus a little. Hundreds of miles, 
in other words. The Bell P-39, 
with a 20 or 37-millimeter can- 
non in the nose, is a sample. The 
Russians have used it to destroy 
German tanks in quantity. The 
Russians have another ship of 
their own which operates simil- 
arly. : : 
A 37-mm. shell from a plane 
is just as deadly as one fired 
from the ground, generally speak- 
ing, and the aerial cannon is ftuch 
easier to move around. It can go 
find a tank, rather than wait for 
a tank to find it. The flying 
cannon of tomorrow will be stable 
enough to allow more accurate 
aiming than is possible now. 


Hang On Tightly 
To That Rooster 


He May Be Needed To Wak- 
en You At Crack of Dawn 


If you are still lucky enough to 
possess a rooster, then hang 
to him and encourage chanticleer 
to herald the dawn, says the Ham- 
jlton Spectator. The disturbing 
fact is that alarm clocks are be- 
coming scarce and may soon be 
as rare as a heaping sugar bowl. 
The rooster that crows may yet 
be something more than a neigh- 
borhood nuisance, 

Not only are no more civilian 
alarm clocks being made by most 
manufacturers, but the supply of 
them has been largely exhausted 
in wholesale and retail circles 
Considerable brass and copper 
went into the production of alarm 
clocks, and these are now essen- 


tial war materials. Germany and 
Japan used to supply the world 
market with many such clocks, 
but the last thing the Axis desires 
to do right now is furnish the 
democracies with any device that 
contributes to their alertness and 
gets the workers to their jobs on 
time. One company is turning out 
a plastic alarm clock which re- 
quires only a little steel for its 
inner mechanism, but this product 
goes only to the fighting seryices. 
Some neighbors’ radios can be 
depended upon to wake up the 
soundest sleepers at a regular hour 
every morning; but once it be- 
comes known that this is viewed 
as a service of convenience it will 
no doubt be discontinued prompt- 
ly. A vain and lusty rooster there- 
fore appears to be the last hope 
when your alarm clock finally 
gives up the ghost and there are 
no more spare parts available to 
make it tick. f 


War Tomatoes 
Replacing Roses 


In the glasshouses where roses 
and carnations bloomed in peace 
time, British flower farmers hope 
to produce this year 50,000 tons 
of tomatoes, They are also 
growing great quantities of out- 
door food crops. 

One nursery alone, whose out- 
put in 1939 was entirely of cut 
flowers, produced last year 950 
tons of tomatoes, 125,000 let- 
tuces, 320 tons of sugarbeets, 100 
tons of onions and 75 tons of 
carrots, all: from glasshouses or 
from land previously planted with 
flower crops. This year 82% of 
the nursery’s total glass area is 
planted with tomatoes and 80% 
of its outdoor growth is growing 
food crops. 

Since the war Britain’s flower 
industry has been controlled by 
horticultural cropping orders and 
its employees are reserved at the 
age of 30 only if they are en- 
gaged on food production.

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Shipments of Fuel-To Africa 
“May Be Decisive War Factor 


Shipment of large quantities of 
fuel to French Africa has caused 
drastic restriction in the sale of 
gasoline in the Eastern States 
says The Christian Science Mont- 
tor.

Recent reports from French Af- 
rica indicate that these large-scale 
American shipments to Africa may 
contribute to bring about a com- 
plete change in the balance of 
forces in the Mediterranean and 
in the South Atlantic. French mil- 
itary and economic power in Af- 
rica will be increasingly mobil- 
ized and put into the service of 
the United Nations. 

New French Army 

The most important item in the 
framework of this mobilization 
is the organization of a new 
French army under the command 
of Gen. Henri Honore Giraud. 
Vichy disposed of 150,000 colonial 
troops in North and West Africa 
which, however, were poorly 
equipped. They particularly lacked 
anti-tank and anti-aircraft guns, 
planes, tanks and other modern 
material. Only a small part of the 
French army so far has received 
modern American equipment and 
only some regiments are operat- 
ing with the Anglo-Americans on 
the Tunisian front. 

The bulk of the French Army 
has remained in its cantonments 
in Algeria and Morocco and has 
to be reorganized and restrained 
for modern warfare. 

In the meantime immediate mo- 
bilization of the classes 1934-1939 
(men from 23 to 29 years) has 
been ordered in order to re-enforce 
the new French army. This means 
that if sufficient American war 
material is made available a 
French army of approximately 
200,000 men will fight side by side 
with the Anglo-American forces 
in Africa. More than 1,000 exper- 
jenced French war pilots are said 
to be in North Africa and will be 
re-trained for servite; They. are 
being armed with fast new Ameri- 
can fighter planes. 

Yet re-organization and re-train- 
ing of so large an army, mostly 
composed of North African and 
Senegalese troops, takes time. The 
Axis is well aware of this diffi- 
culty and is hurrying men and ma- 
terial to North Africa. It is likely 
that Hitler will attempt not only 
to strengthen his hold on Tunisia, 
but even to throw the Anglo- 
Americans out of North Africa~be- 
fore mobilization of the new 
French army {s completed. The 
struggle for North Africa has just 
“begun. 

French Naval Units 


Meanavhile. the French naval 
squadron at Dakar ang the rem- 
nants of the French Fleet in North 
African -ports are likely to operate 
with the Anglo-American units in 
the near future. Admiral Sir An- 
drew Cunningham, United Nations 
naval commander in North Afri- 
can waters, disclosed that already 
several smal] units of the French 
Fleet, probably destroyers, are 
helping Allied warships to conyoy 
supply ships in the Mediterranean. 

While the restoration of the two 
big battleships Richelieu and Jean 
Bart (each of 35,000 tons), both 
heavily damageq by British and 
American naval guns and planes, 
will take long months, a force of 
three modern cruisers (each of 
7,600 tons) at Dakar and two 
Smaller cruisers’ at Casablanca is 
probably available at once. So are 
half a dozen destroyers, 10 to 15 
submarines and a large number 
of supply vessels which had been 
laying at Dakar and in North Afri- 
can ports, 

The disarmed French squadron

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battleship Lorraine (22,189 tons), 
four cruisers, several destroyers 
and ibmarines, m'vht algo he re.

Allied Ships Interned 

Jt appears, however, that the 
French commanders are not too 
anxious to bring thelr larger ships 
into the battle line. Not only are 
they reluctant to put themgelyes 
under British or American ¢om- 
mand but, after the scuttling of 
the bulk of France’s naval forces 
at Toulon, they consider {it their . 
duty to keep at least some rem- 
nants of the once proud French 
fleet out of war. Appropriate 
guarantees for replacement of lost 
ships on the part of the United 
Nations might dissipate these ap — 
prehensions. 

France had approximately 700,. 
000 to 800,000 tons of French mer- 
chant shipping in the Mediter. 
yauean which did not fall into 
Axis hands. Vichy-France, more- 
over, interned 35 Allied ships of 
120,000 tons. Yet in recent months 
the Vichy Government leased 400. 
000 tons of their ships to Fascist 


Italy. 
In November, 1942, the interned 
Allied merchant vessels were 


banded over to the Axis, accord- 
ing to a statement of the British 
Ministry for Economic . Warfare. 
The number of ships operating 
under the French flag between 
France and North Africa and tak- 
en over by the United Nations 
after occupation of Algiers and 
Morocco has not been disctosed. 
Admiral Cunningham, however, 
has stated that an agreement had 
been reached with French author- 
{ties in Africa under which French 
merchant ships in North and West 
Africa would be employed, some — 
directly in Allied service and some — 
to meet the economic needs of 
French Africa. ne 
Shipping Losses Replaced ¥% 
Allied spokesmen haye declared — 
that United Nations losses in ship- 
ping since during landing opera- ues 
tions in North Africa have been 
completely replaced by captured — 
French merchant vessels. It is 
likely that not less than 100,000 — 
tons of French merchant ships 
have fallen into Allied hands. 
The United Nations position in — 
North Africa will be considerably — 
eased if the American High Com- 
Mand succeeds in reorganizing — 
the French transportation system 
which has disintegrated since the — 
defeat of France. Reports from — 
American war correspondents {in 
North Africa disclosed that French 
locomotives were worn out and 
that most of the French cars in ~ 
North Africa had deteriorated and 
broken down When used by Allied 
troops. Anglo-American forces, 
therefore, had to rely almost en- 
tirely on their own means of ~ 
transportation, which has consid- . 
erably delayed their advance tnto. 
Tunisia. Re - 
Now, however, sufficient quan- 
tities of vehicles are available 
and United Nations supplies are 
dispatched ‘over the Morrocan-Al- — 
gerian coastal railway and over _ 
the strategic highways which the — 
Fernch hdd constructed in North 
Africa, Allied air facilities in these 
regions are also rapidly improving 
and expanding. +

or a Nobel: Prize for doing good,”

he added. “The two criterla for — 
the choice are always these: Who 
had the biggest rise to fame; and 
who did most to change the news 
for better (like Stalin this year) 
or for worse (like Stalin, 1939, — 
when his flop to Hitler's side un- 
leashed this world-wide war).” ’ 

Time, which has been desig- 
nating a “Man of the Year” since 
1927, picked President Roosevelt 
last year and Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill in 1940.

WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


WEIGHTS 

Grasshoppers jumping about in 
a box do not lessen its weight; 
neither do bees flyitig about in a 
closed hive. 

A friend on a farm asked Dr. 
Gordon S. Fulcher, a physicist of 
Washington, D.C., if a hive would 
be easier to carry if she stirred 
up the bees so they would fly 
around. This suggested the grass- 
hopper problem to Dr. Fulcher as 
a similar but simpler case. He 
has reported to the journal Sci- 
ence, his findings. _ 

Each grasshopper as it jumps 
gives a downward kick to the box, 
thereby increasing its weight, 
While the grasshopper is in the 
air, the box is, to be sure, relieved 
of its weight, but when the hopper 
lands, the box again receives a 
downward thump. Dr. Fulcher 
shows mathematically that these 
balance out and the average 
weight of the box does not 
change. 

The same applies to the bees in 
a closed hive: ‘The total average 
weight must be the same no mat- 
ter what the actions or motions 
of the bees and other parts in- 
side the closed container may be.” 

The same applies to any body 
not at the absolute zero of tem- 


-perature, for which all the mole- 


cules are at rest. At any higher 
temperature, because of thermal 
agitation, many of the molecules 
at any given instant are in the 
air, so to speak. But each mole- 
cule as it takes off gives a down- 
ward kick and again when it 
lands. The weight of the body 
as indicated by a balance is an 
average of these downward kicks 
and of the dead weight of those 
molecules that happen to be at 
rest. The indicated weight does 
not change with temperature. 


U. S. Prepared 
For Gas Warfare 


If gas becomes a weapon of gen- 
eral use in this war, the Chemical 
Warfare Service of the United 
States Army is ready to give it— 
and equally ready to take it. 

Major-Gen. William N. Porter, 
C.W.S. cliief, said the Germans are 
known to have large sotres of war 
fas, and can be expected to use 
it whenever advantageous. 

“So far, in my opinion, the only 
reason the Germans have not used 


gas is that they have not needed 
it,” he gaid. 

“We would al! be very remiss, 
however, if we went into this 


without sufficient quantities of 
gas,” he edded. “We feel now 
that we are ahead of Germany in 
the production of gas.”

Wartime Nurseries 
Relieve Mothers 


Twenty-five thousand children 
are being cared for in 644 war- 
time nurseries {n Great Britain, 70 
of them in London, and 700 more 
nurseries will soon be opened. 

Mothers of young children are 
not high-pressured into industry, 
but many want to work, partly 
because they are eager to help 
defeat the Germans, and partly 
because—notably in the case of 
the wives of soldiers—they find it 
hard to live on their allowances. 

For about 20 cents a day the 
tots are cared for by skilled nurses 
and teachers. They are well fed 
and receive medical attention. The 
20 cents does not pay for all care, 
the balance of expense being borne 
by the Government. 


India Increases 
Food Production 


India now produces canned 
cheese, compressed vegetables, de- 
hydrated potatoes, essence of 
chicken, dried fruit and other 
processed foods to add variety to 
the diet of the soldiers stationed 
there, it is disclosed in New Delhi. 

About 4,000 tons of dried fruit 
and 300 to 400 tons of canned 
cheese will be supplied. Produc- 
tion has been stepped up to 23,- 
000 tons of dehydrated potatoes. 
India can meet a demand for 60,- 

_000 rennet tablets a year, 1,000 
tons of compressed vegetables, be-

Lake-Built Sub 
On Way To Sea 


First Undersea Craft Ever 
Built On Great Lakes 


The U.S.S. Peto, first naval sub- 
marfne ever built on the Great 
Lakes, has begun its long voyage 
to the sea. 

Headquarters of the Sth Navil 
District announced that the big 
undersea boat, more than 300 feet 
Jong, had entered the Illinois water- 
Way on her way to join the United 
States fleet. 

She will not be ready for action, 
however, until she has undergone 
extensive fitting out at New Or- 
leans. 

The Peto was built at Manito- 
woc, Wis., by the Manitowoc Ship 
Building Company. Her keel was 
laid June 18, 1941. She was launch- 
ed last April 30 and commissioned 
November 22. Four more subs are 
in the water at Manitowoe and five 
more on the ways. 

For reasons of security, news of 
the Peto's departure was withheld 
until she had passed safely through 
the Chicago River and was on her 
way to Lockport, Ill. There she 
will be eased into a great box, 
a sort-of floating drydock, for her 
trip down the Illinois River and 
the Mississippi. 

All tests for the Peto, including 
dives, were conducted in Lake 
Michigan, with compensation be- 
ing made for the fact that fresh 
water is not as bouyant as salt 
water.

MILK AND NUTRITION 

If you are interested in Canada 
and the heaith of Canadians—and 
I'm sure that you are—you are ur- 
gently asked to take a very deep 
interest in what you are eating 
and in what you prepare for others 
to eat. :

Milk is one of the most import- 
ant foods because it furnishes the 
material which is necessary for 
good bones and teeth, and it also 
helps to safeguard the general 
health.

Peace and War” advise us that 
every child should have at least 
1144 pints of milk each day and 
each adult at least % pint, Does 


your family have this much milk? - 


If you are not using that amount 
start today to plan for more milk 
in your menus if you wish to have 
your children grow into strong, 
healthy adults. 

Cheese also is another form of 
-milk which contains in large quan- 
tities material for the muscles. 
Cheese also has a pleasing flavor 
which makes it valuable for com- 
bining with other foods such as 
macaroni and rice. When served 
with these it helps to take the 
place of meat, One pound of 
cheese is equal to approximately 
3 quarts of milk,

Skimmed milk 
will not contain as much fat or 
have as rich a flavor as whole 
milk, However, it is necessary for 
some to do without this fat and it 
does supply the food material for 
building teeth and bones. This can 
be used with a great saving on 
the milk bill, if you can procure 
it. Skim milk shonld not be given 
to babies. 

Evaporated milk is just as valu- 
able as whole milk, and since most 
of it is irradjated with Vitamin D 
it is especially valuable in the low 
cost of food list, because in many 
centres in Ontario it is cheaper 
than whole milk at 12 cents a 
quart. 

Chocolate milk is more yaluable 
when it is properly made at home, 

When there is a desire to econ- 
omize, the children should be en- 
couraged to have milk drinks in- 
stead of “pop.” Soft drinks should 
never be allowed to replace milk 
in the child’s diet. They do not 
contain the material so necessary 
for the good health and growth of 
your child.
